Pittsburg, July 8.—Financial circles 
in this city hav e not in years suffered 
such a shock as was occasioned when 
the First-Second National bank, one of 
the largest hi the state, failed to open 
its doors for business yesterday. 
The 
merged hank has ov er $12,000,000 on 
deposit, and is the second largest in 
this state. 
A sensation was created when a no­ 
tice ap p eared on the doors of the hank, 
located in the twenty-four story build­ 
ing at Fifth av enue and Wood street, 
the main thoroughfare of the city. The 
news sp read rapidly through the city, 
and soon anxious crowds of depositors 
began flocking to the closed bank, but 
they were confronted by blue-coated 
officers, who guarded the doors. 
They 
were all turned away. 
Among the 
throngs which haunted the bank all 
day were persons who hav e their life­ 
time sav ings deposited in the institu­ 
tion. 
The effect of the closing of the bank 
was felt by the other banking institu­ 
tions in the city. 
Depositors began to 
withdraw their deposits from many 
banks. 
There was no run on any of 
the banks, howev er, and the depositors 
were readily giv en their money. 
Shortly after the bank closed the 
F irst National bank of McKeesport 
and the bank at Amherst. O.. closed 
their doors. 
The First National bank 
of McKeesport is controlled by the 
Kuhn interests, which are p rominently 
Identified with the First-Second Na­ 
tional bank. 
W. S. Kuhn, the presi 
dent of the closed Institution, is at the 
bedside of his wife at Pride s Crossing. 
Mass., where his wife Sunday gav e 
birth to a baby boy. 
The defunct in­ 
stitution is in the hands of the gov ­ 
ernm ent authorities 
The closing of the hank is attributed 
to the action of the gov ernment bank­ 
ing authorities failing to agree with 
the bank officials as to the v alue of 
the holdings and securities of 
the 
bank. 
This is the explanation giv en 
by one of the directors, who declares 
the bank is solv ent and that the de­ 
positors will be paid in full. 
A receiv ership was asked for the 
.1. S. and W. S. Kuhn company, which 
has been one of the most influential 
factors in local hanking circles for 
years in this city. 
J. K. Duff, the 
treasurer of the company, was named 
the re eiv er In the United States court 
by Judge Orr. An application also was 
filed for a receiv ership for the W ater 
Works 
and 
Guarantee 
comp any 
of 
New' Jersey, which is controlled by 
the Kuhn Interests, J. S. Kuhn. W. S. 
Kuhn and J. il. Purdy, officials of the 
company, were named the receiv ers 
by the court. The Kuhn interests con­ 
trol many traction lines throughout 
the western Pennsylv ania district, and 
at the present time is building Im­ 
mense dams along the Cheat riv er in 
Virginia with which to furnish power 
for all the traction companies con­ 
trolled by them. 
An hour after the news of the 
clos­ 
ing of the First-Second National bank 
in this city reached McKeesport, near 
here, the officials of the First National 
bank there, the largest banking insti­ 
tution at that place, closed its doors. 
Hundreds 
of 
persons 
congregated 
ib n*.v the doors of the place, but there 
w?,! no disorder. 
Many 
depositors 
began 
drawing 
their funds from the Pittsburg Hank 
for Sav ings, in which the Kuhn inter­ 
ests are also paramount. 
W. J. Jones, 
treasurer of the bank, said: 
“ We hav e 
$5,000,000 in cold cash. 
Besides w-e 
hav e $."» ,000.000 quick assets which we 
can conv ert into cash at any em er­ 
gency. 
We hav e no doubt at all as to 
the outcome and can m eet any enter 
gency.” 
The Pittsburg Clearing House asso­ 
ciation 
has 
issued a 
statem ent 
in 
which it was stated: 
“The closing of 
the First-Second National bank by the 
dep uty comptroller of the currency 
■was not entirely unexpected by this 
association, and it was therefore p re­ 
p ared for the crisis. 
The m em bers of 
the clearing house are all in good 
condition, and we believ e that 
the 
banks and trust companies In the city 
of Pittsburg as a whole are prep ared 
for any emergency ” 
All of the bank­ 
ers who attended the meeting of the 
association were decidedly optimistic, 
an^ the situation was declared to he 
much better than many exp ected it 
would be. 


General Bankin g Conditions Sound. 
Washington. July 8.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Me Vdoo has issued a 
statem ent on the closing of the First- 
"Second National bank of Pittsburg, in 
which he says: 
“The recent- rep orts 
of the national hanks to the comp trol­ 
ler of the currency show a sound and 
strong condition throughout the coun­ 
try. The failure of the Pittsburg bank 
Is simply a sporadic case of unsound 
banking, and has no other signifi­ 
cance.*’
